The city recently passed a $395,000 
j bond issue for a new school site and

000. 
The school operates the same sys­ 
tem as Mr. 
Patterson 
inaugurated 
here, in regards to the Junior High 
School system, and the educator will 
find his work laid out for him in this 
respect. 
He exnects to extend 
the 
manual arts and home economic de­ 
partments to bring them up on a par 
with any city of its size in the state. 
Mr. Patterson’s predecessor at Bucy­ 
rus. has accepted the Superintendency 
of the South Bend, Indiana, schoete at 
a salary of $5,000.
